Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is Michaud, et al. (US Patent No. 6,003,018). 
Michaud discloses a portfolio optimization by means of resampled efficient frontiers 
wherein the variance of a portfolio may be stated as the sum of the weighted variances 
of the individual assets and such portfolio optimization is a statistical procedure, based 
on estimated returns subject to a statistical variance. Michaud further discloses that 
since the input data used for mean-value (MV) optimization are of a statistical nature 
(i.e., characterized by means with associated variances and other statistical measures), 
the input data may be iteratively resampled to generate a set of statistically equivalent 
portfolios that may correspond to a minimum variance. 

However, regarding independent claims 17 and 37, Michaud taken either 
individually or in combination with the other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a 
method, as claimed, including an iterative resampling that includes removing and 
reinstating instruments from and to the universe when calculating the variance of the 
universe during optimization, wherein the index is formed when the remaining dv01 of 
the universe is a predetermined percentage of the original dv01 of the universe.

• Sale (US Patent No. 7,085,690) discloses unsupervised machine learning- 
based mathematical model selection.
